OUR MAGAZINE. 

An important question for members. 

The following proposals will be brought 
forward at the Annual General Meeting:— 

1. That, commencing with the July issue, 
International Language —provisionally reduced 
to twelve pages (including cover)—be supplied 
free to all Fellows, Members, and Junior Mem¬ 
bers. Official B.E.A. notices etc. would be 
included in International Language, and The 
British Esperantist would be temporarily sus¬ 
pended. 

2. That the price of the periodical remain at 
2d. per copy (2/6 per annum) for non-members, 
and for members who require extra copies. 

Members are asked to consider these 
proposals very carefully. Meantime the 
following comments may be helpful. 

(a) The changes suggested should make it 
easier to secure new members, as a member 
would get a greater tangible return for his 
subscription. Non-members who already sub¬ 
scribe to International Language would have 

to pay only 2/6 more to join the Association 
itself. 

(b) Members would be more easily retained— 
and this is an important point. There is a large 
leakage of members every year, which to some 


extent nullifies the good results of membership 

campaigns, and it may be expected that the 

receipt of a larger publication would tend to stop 
this leakage. 

(c) The financial aspect has to be considered. 
Assuming that all subscriptions and trade orders 
for the paper were lost, the net loss incurred 
would be about £80 per annum, i.e., the same as 
the present loss on I.L. If a proportion of 
present subscribers were retained, and/or if the 
membership continued to increase as at present, 
it would be possible very soon to increase the 
size of the magazine. In this connection the 
following facts must also be considered : 

1. About 1,000 copies of International 
Language are now sold each month 
through trade channels, and these have 
to be supplied to the agents at a price 
which involves a loss on every copy. 

2. If the present proposals are not adopted 
it will soon be necessary to engage a new 
junior clerk (at not less than £70 per 
year) for the reasons mentioned under 
(d.) below. This could be avoided (under 
the proposals) till the membership rose 
by another 1,000 or so. 

(d) The changes would very greatly simplify 
and lessen the administrative work in connection 
with gazettes. At present this is the most 
troublesome part of the office work, and one which 
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the most careful consideration by staff and 
Executive has failed to simplify. The difficul¬ 
ties are .so great that it has lately become 
necessary to revert to the former practice of 


sending out the two gazettes in separate wrappers, 
with corresponding extra outlay on postage; and 
even so there still remain at least eleven 
possibilities of error in connection with each 
wrapper, owing to the numerous different cate¬ 
gories of recipients. Under the new proposals, 
the possibilities of error would become negligible. 

Note to Members of Council. Assuming 
that this proposal be accepted by the 
Annual General Meeting in the above form, 
it will be necessary at the Council Meeting 
which follows formally to pass the requisite 
amendment in Bye Law No. 10, and this 
intimation should be accepted as notice 


thereof.
